The gate can be Itept in place 
by driving some stakes down in the 
soft ground, which will bold the gate 
to Its place except in 
high water.

Yeltow Natter Wlihnnt Df*. 


To make butter with a natural yel- 


low color during the winter months is 
almost a lost art In this age of frauds 
and shama. While farmers and dalry- 
nien denounce uleomnrgnrlne as a fraud 
and want n law to prevent It from 
being colored yellow, they do not sell 
their own butter with its natural color, 
but nse a few drops of butter color to 
give It an attractive tint. 
I supply a 


few private customers with butter, and 
while I do not claim that my flutter Is 
as dark a yellow In the winter as In 
the months when the cows are on pas- 
tvsre, yet It always has color enough 
to look well without adding artificial 
coloring to the cream. To make yellow 
butter In the winter without artificial 
aid requires extra care In making the 
butter, In feeding tbe cows and select- 
Ing the cows. 
Some cows will make a 


darker tinted butter than others. The 
Jersey cows are perhaps tbe best-for 
making yellow butter In the winter and 
firm butter during the hot summer 
months. 
If butter color was not used 


this fact would add to the value of 
Jersey cows. 


In feeding to make yellow butter I 


think there la nothing better than car- 
rots. 
With a good supply of 
these 


roots, together with plenty of 
clover 


bay and good corn and bran, with the 
right care In handling the cream, It Is 
possible tef produce fine butter In cold 
weather. I generally have some blue 
grass left In the woods pasture in the 
fall, and the cattle can get a bite when 
there Is no mow on tbe ground In the 
winter.—Jersey Bulletin. 


Meat «n4 the KB* Yield. 


When feeding meat to bans do not 


uae the fatty parts. The object in feed- 
Ing meat to hens la to supply them 
with nitrogen or albumen and not fat, 
as tbe grains contain all the fat and 
starch 
they require and In a cheap 


form. 
If the fat Is fed It does not as- 


sist In any way to provide material 
for eggs, but rather retards than as- 
sists laying. 
The cheap portions of 


beef, such as the neck, are better for 
fowls than the choicest fat and lean 
steaks. Meat Is expensive when eggs 
are low, but nevertheless gives a profit, 
though small. 
In winter, however, it 


Is cheap feeding, considering Its value 
as an egg producer. One breeder states 
tbat during one winter when eggs were 
scarce and sold for SO cents a dozen 
he bought meat at 20 cents a pound, 
fed an ounce dally to each hen, and It 
paid him well, as he secured plenty of 
eggs, while his neighbors were not get-

milked, she knows it, and expects it 
and wants to bo milked.

appoint her nnd milk half an hour 
niter, the chances lire that you will 
Ret less and ovon poorer rnilk than i( 
you milked nt tho proper time. 


Always milk a cow dry before leav- 


ing her, and do not continue stripping 
after the milk all is drawn. 


The last millqdrawn from a cow is 


much richer than the first. The last 
quart usually contains irioro than 
throe times as much butter fat as tho 
first. 


Milking should be done with clean, 


dry hands.—-Wisconsin Farmers' In- 
stitute bulletin.

Smudging Against Frost 


A writer in the Rural California!! 


who has 
evidently 
tried 
different 


methods for smudging, says he has 
found that the best cheap smudge he 
can use for protecting trees is a pile 
of dry straw about the size of a bushel 
basket, covered with wot straw about 
6 or 8 inches in depth leaving a place 
on the windward side where the dry 
straws oaa be lit. He put these piles 
about oO feet apart each way, except 
on the windward side, where ho put 
them in every row. For lighting take 
a piece of bulling wire and double it 
to about 2 feet iu length. lu one end 
place some old rags, twist them tight, 
and then roll them iu tho wire by 
twisting the wire. Tho tighter it is 
twisted the longer it will last. 
Soak 


the rags iu coal oil, light it, aud raise 
the straw to get the torch at the dry 
straw. By holding a minute it, will 
get a g3od start, then go on to the 
next one desired to light. Tho writer 
says: "I have had Home piles bum 
with a good thick smoke aud steam 
for six hours, though most of them 
last about two hours. If the piles dry 
out they can bo sprinkled. 
If too wot 


from ruin 1 haul some more dry straw 
aud put under, but it takes ti lot of 
rain to wet through as most of it runs 
off if the pile is built smooth. 
After 


the cold weather is over the straw can 
be scattered out and plowed uiidor. 
I have found the cost very light." 
This would appear to bo a sonsihlo 
method und it is certainly inexpen- 
sive. 
Why not koop th«i straw ntack, 


that which is not good enough to feed, 
for use iu smudging when needed.

NEGROES ELIGIBLE ON GRAND JURY 


Ruling of Alabama Tribunal is Re- 


versed 


Washington—The 
United 
States 


supreme court has agaiu 
reaffirmed 


the ruling made in the case of Carter 
vs. the State of Texas, to the elt'iul 
that th<3 exclusion of negroes '"rom 
grand juries in cases involving crim- 
inal charges against members of their 
race is iu violation of the constitution 
and therefore not permissable. The 
decision was delivered 
by Justice 


Holmes iu the case of a resident of 
Alabama, named Kogers, who was 
indicted for murder by a grand jury 
composed entireyly of white men aud 
from which it is charged that all the 
negroes were excluded 
because 
of 


their color. The supremo court of tho 
state upheld tho regularity of 
tho 


proceedings, but Rogers brought it to 
the Federal court on a writ of error, 
with the result that the decision of 
tho state court WHS reversed and the 
case remanded to tho state courts for 
further proceedings, not inconsistent 
with this opinion. 


The opinion was based ou the Carter 


trial iu which it was held that the 
exclusion of all persons of the African 
raco *rom a grand jury which finds 
an indictment against, a negro iu a 
state court, when they uro excluded 
solely because of raco or color, denies 
him equal protection of tho lawa in 
violation of the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution 
jf tho United 


States, whether 
such exclusion is 


through the action of the legislature, 
through the courts or through tho ex- 
ecutive or administrative officers of 
tho state.

l*»t t*egl»latare appropriated $250,000, 
which in to be completed at a total cost 
of half a million, wilt won begin to 
take vitable form on the camptu at 
Berkeley. Contract* for f radtn-f and 
tot the foundation* have b*en •igned 
by Governor Pardee and the other 
necessary authorities of the State. 
Ground will be broken on the Campus 
at some time during the coming week. 
Bids will in the near future be opened 
for the structural steel and for other 
parts of the building. California Hall 
will be situated at a point west of the 
north hall of the University near the 
place now occupied by the University 
baseball diamond. 
It will be built 


entirely of stone, steel, concrete and 
glass, thus making it entirely fire- 
proof. 
It will contain large vaults 


for the preservation of valuable ar- 
chives of the University. One of the 
features will bean auditorium with a 
seating capacity of 500. It will also 
contain recitation rooms, and the top 
floor will be devoted to the adminis- 
trative offices of the University. 


The Greater University has also 


come one step nearer to realization in 
the announcement of a splendid bene- 
faction by the will erf the late Charles 
F. Doe, of San Francisco. 
By the 


terms of his will which was filed on 
Thursday, he leaves to the University 
24 per cent of Ills total estate, a sum 
which 
will probably amount to at 


least $600,000. 
This gift will supply 


what has been one of the most urgent 
needs of the University, that of an 
adequate library building-. 
The site 


of the library, according to the gen- 
eral plan of the Unviersity as devised 
under Mrs, Hearst's 
architectural 


competition, will be just east of the 
new California Hall and quite near 
the present North Hall. University 
Architect John Galen Howard has al- 
ready drawn up plans for the library 
building which provide both for a 
beautiful exterior and for the most 
approved facilities for the preserva- 
tion and use of books and documents 
within. It will be built of stone in 
the classic style of architecture and 
will be the center of a group of build- 
ings devoted to academic subjects, 
facing the main avenue of the new 
University. 
The plans are so drawn 


that the library may be added to as 
occassion shall require. Mr. Charles 
F. Doe, who has made this splendid 
bequest to the State through the 
University, was one of the early set- 
tlers in San Francisco. His life there 
has been very modest and retiring, 
•but h« ha <( always bee'u eudmir«d ,by 
"Ml who knew him for his sterling 
qualities. 
He was President of the 


California Door Company, and the 
owner of much valuable real-estate in 
San Francisco. 
President Wheeler 


says of his gift: 


"With this sum a building worthy 


of the University and of the State 
can be erected, and lai ;c enough to 
meet the needs of the mj::t twenty 
years. 
As time calls for enlarge- 


ments they can be built. Everyone 
acquainted with the internal work- 
ings and needs of the Un!\vrsity 
knows that no lack is so bitterly felt 
as that of a proper library building. 
No gift could have been so much aj - i 
preciated by as many people. 
Hence- 


forth the name of Charles F. Doe is 
forever enrolled among the greatest 
benefactors of the State."

SILUWANS IN SOUTH AMERICA 


Tbe Remarkable Fossil is Found in 


Chile 


University of California—News of 


one of the most important geological 
discoveries ever made in Soutb Amer- 
ica has just been received at tbe Uni- 
versity of California from Astronomer 
W. H. Wright, bead of the L,ick 
observatory expedition now in Chile. 
Tbe find is a remarkably perfect speo- 
iment of ichthyosaurus, and the sig- 
nificance of the discovery lies in the 
fact that South America has never 
been known previously to furnish any 
pecimena of these prehistoric Silur- 
ians, BO valuable to scientists. This 
interesting fossil was discovered near 
Coqoimbo, Chile, and the specimen 
had been unearthed in almost perfect 
condition. Other valuable specimens 
have been found in the same place. 
Professor Merrima, 
occupying 
the 


chair of paleontology and historical 
geology at the university,says that so 
far aa be ia aware no specimen baa 
been discovered which rivals this one 
in completeness or in scientific value.
